GIVEN IN RETURNS 


Ekern Says 20 Per Cent of 
All 


Churches Are Struck by Lightning 


—Rodded Churches Safer. 


[SPECIAL TO THE 3AKKTTE.] 


Madison, Wig., 
June 28.—Over 20 
per cent of all churches in Wisconsin 
are struck by lightning. 
This is the 
conclusion to be drawn from returns 
received by Insurance Commissioner 
Ekern in reply to circular letters sent 
to ministers of all denominations in 
the state. A total of 173 ministers re- 
ported losses by lightning to churches 
or church property,-the great majority 
being-'church losses. " 


What is'perhaps-a-more striking 
fact revealed by the returns is" that 
out of 173 churches damaged by light- 
ning, 164 were without lightning rod 
protection. ' Of 
the 
eight 
rodded 
losses reported four were on proper- 
ties with defective rods and two re- 
port 'damage to rods only. 
But one 
instance was reported where a prop- 
ly rodded church was 
struck, 
and 
here no loss was given. 


The - total losses reported by flre 
and lightning are $168,646.75. Of this 
amount the lightning damage alone 
was $105,342.75, or 66 per cent. 
The 
losses from other fires than lightning 
were reported as $51,103, or slightly 
over 
88 
per 
cent. 
The lightning 
losses on unrodded 
property 
w«re 


$101,4066.75, or about 96 per cent of 
the total lightning losses, while the 
losses 
oh 
rodded 
property 
were 
$3,9366, or about 4 per cent of the to- 
tal lightning loss 


The reported losses, however, are 
considerably below the real losses as 
in several cases ministers, instead of 
giving figures, reported "total loss." 
while a considerable number of oth- 
ers merely reported "slight damage" 
or "damage unknown." 
A further in- 
teresting fact brought out is that a 
large number of churches once dam- 
aged "have since been equipped with 
rods," and many add, "since then no 
damage has occurred." 


A comparison

Wisconsin church losses by lightning 
with Catholic church losses by light- 
ning throughout 
the 
United States 
shows a higher ratio of loss for Wis- 
consin. 
The Catholic Mutual Relief 
society of Omaha, Neb., maintains a 
statistical bureau which covers losses 
to Catholic church property..

surgeon of the Chicago and North- 
west era Railway corr.ijany, in a paper 
•presented to the Academy of Medi- 
cine toJay on "The Hospital Organi- 
zation of Railway System." 
Dr. Hopkins pointed out taht many 
large industrial enterprises had de- 
veloped just as efficient departments 
of health as were to be found in the 
most advanced municipalities, 
ami 
sometimes made 
even 
greater per 
capita expenditure. The railroad phy- 
sician or surgeon had an especially 
fine field before him, as the railways 
were finding it their duty not only to 
prevent accidents, 
but 
to 
prevent 
disease from crippling the efficiency 
of tbpir armies of employes. "It is 
now a well recognizer! fact among the 
managements of 
the 
railroads," he 
said, "that it is just as Important to 
care for their sick and injured as it 
1s to maintain a certain standard of 
efficiency or perfection of their roll- 
ing stock and road bed." 


In considering the organization of 
such work, he; said the first consider- 
ation was the proper housing of rail- 
way employes, in order that, the man 
could feel we;l in the environment of 
a home and be free from worry and 
anxiety 
The next step toward em- 
riency lay in the direction of physi- 
cal examination to determine the ap- 
proach of disease 
:,n 
its incipient 
stage. 
"There should be an under- 
standing with the- workmen that this 
examination is not "or the purpose of 
preparing him tor the scrap pile," he 
said, "but for the purpose of main- 
taining a condition of bodily health 
that will materially prolong his work- 
ing days, together with a higher de- 
cree of earning 
capacity and 
effi- 
ciency. 


"Two general methods have been 
;in use for some years bv forty-two 
representative railroads of this coun- 
•try, with t'.ie general predominance 
in'favor of the hospital organization, 
.where the men themselves contribute 
a certain 
monthly 
amount towaru 


:their 
maintenance. Twenty-four of 
.the 
forty-two railroads are 
today 
using the hospital organization, sou::: 
of which were established as long as 
.fifty years a^o. 
This was primarily 
brought about on account of a cer- 
tain number of these, roads running 
through a. very sparsely settled coun- 
try, where settlements and doctors 
were few and far between, and there 
.were no hospitals, and where it was 
.found that men often suffered and 
sometimes died because of lack .of im- 
mediate and proper care. By a small 
contribution by the'men they were 
enabled to receive the proper care 
by good men, and to enjoy the com- 


forts 
that 
were 
necessary toward 
their well-being, and with but small 
cost to themselves. 
"The other eighteen roads employ 
surgeons and hospitals and treat their 
men for occupational Injuries, paying 
all bills for such treatment and care 


i without the small monthly assessment 
j contributed by the men. There have 


i been many arguments, 
by 
learned 


j economists, both for and against each 
! method." 
Dr. Hopkins in conclusion referred 
to the enormous losses of life among 
railroad trespassers. He said: 
"We must face the 
amateing fac: 
that in nine years fifty thousand tres- 


i passers on the right of way of the 
American railroads have, met with a 
horrible death, and few seemed to be 
aware of It—or if 
aware were too 
busy with their own affairs to pay 
attention to so hideous a slaughter. 
"Only a small percentage of this 
vast loss was comprised of members 
of the so-called tramp class, but was 
made uj> of useful young men, women 
and children who were permitted to 
sacrifice their lives, bringing sorrow 
to their homes, with added expense 
to 
the 
family, 
of perhaps limited 
means, and a tremendous expense to 
the railroads. 
"To the legislature 
of 
Illinois, a 
well intentioned and temperate, but 
inadequate statute has been present- 
el, dealing with 
this 
tremendous 
problem, 
bet us hope that even this 
will speedily become a law and that 
other states will immediately fall in 
line and that 
the railways of this

On the 
same day the Russian troops attack- 
er Piwrnysl and took .Tanoslav 
British trcor.s from India were land- 
ed from transports at Marseilles on 
September 26 and were immediately 
dispatched to the northward. Before 
their arrival at the destination, ths 
Germans had inaugurated a siege of 
Anterp, which resulted in the Belgian 
government moving from that city 
to Ostend. Twn days later the boni- 
Vbardment of Antwerp began. The Bel- 
gian government remained at Osteud 
tor about a week and then removed to 
Havre. France. Forty-eight hours lat- 
sr the Germans captured 
Ostend 
Meanwhile the Allied troops occupied 
Ypres. and a desperate battle had be- 
sun on the Vistula river. German as- 
saulrs upon the Allied lines between 
Ypres and Nieiinort continued for a 
wool; and then weakened. 
Th» Germans operating in Russia 


across the border into Austria with 
Tries! and Trent as objectives,. 
During all this time the Allied WM- 
sTiips in the Dardanelles 
had 
been 
keeping up practically a continuous 
bombardment, of the short forts. Nu- 
merous warships of different types 
were sunk. Transports were hurried 
to the. scene and troops were landed. 
On June 3, the Austro-G-erman forces 
re-occupied Przemysl. 
During June- the Serbians inaugu- 
rated a campaign to secure a seaport 
on the Adriatic. Troops 
were sent 
across the border into Albania, with 
the seaport of Durazzo as an objective. 
Montenegro also dispatched troops in- 
to Albania, an 
independent nation 
recognied by the chief powers at the 
close of the second Balkan war. 
•Dirigible alrshipi and aeroplanes 
made numerous raids during the win- 
ter and spring, txmdon anil .Warsaw 
were the objective of a number ot 
trips made, by Zeppelin airships v,-hile 
Paris was visited by 
hostile aero- 
planes. 
French and British aircraft 
attacked various points in Germany, 
dropping explosives and fire bombs,
